This is- one of a series of units for environmental 
education developed by the Highline Public Schools. This unit is 
designed for kinderga^rten pupils, but could be used effectively mith 
primary pupils. The six lessons use the s^ifee of smell to investigate 
various aspects of the earth, seasons, animals, >2tnd commercial use of 
fragrances. Each lesson includes the pone ept of the lesdon, ma^rials* 
needed, procedure, and evaluative activit ies. (BH) ^
